indeed fome Difficulties in the way, 
fuch as Contempt of the Laws, 
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Proteftant Church, and taking a- 
way the Supremacy of the Crown 
in Ecclefiaftick Caufes, and the like; 
but thefe are but fmall Matters, tho’ 
they may perhaps come fo near the 
Verge of Treafon, as may make 
the People cautious how they ad- 
venture upon them. 

But above all, I would humbly 
recommend it to the Parliament of 
Britain, to pué a ftop ia the way of 
one Branch of the Defign, and to 
declare it high Treafon for any 
Perfons to Confecrate any Bifhop in 
the Ifle ef Britain, by the Nomina- 
tion of the Pretender, or to re- 
ceive any Writ or Authority from 
him, or in fhort, to Confecrate or 
be Gonfecrated by any other Autho- 
rity, than that of Her Majefty. 

Nor can the Epifcopal Clergy in 
Scotland, think themfelves opprefs’d
